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“April Belle’'—Hail and Farewell! 


Essex Suzone April Belle 1408871 


(vV.G.) died December 18 at Over- 
prook Dairy, Cedar Grove, N. J., at 
the age of 16 years, 8 months. Her 


death resulted from a Caesarian op- 
eration which saved her bull calf, a 
son of Dunloggin Design. Only two 
weeks before her death, the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America had 
sent out news releases announcing 
April Belle as the new world’s cham- 
pion lifetime milk producer under 
the supervision of any Breed Associa- 
tion, with an official production of 
248,183 lbs. milk, 8,358 Ibs. butter- 
fat. This milk record displaces that 
of Ionia Aaggie Vale, who produced 
247,239.3 lbs. milk containing 7,- 
863.5 lbs. fat. Her fat record ranks 
third in the U. S., being exceeded by 
LaVertex Quantity of U Neb with 
8,509.8 lbs. and Farmington Klaart- 
je Pontiac with 8,492.5 lbs. fat. The 
fat record is also exceeded in Can- 
ada by Springbank Snow Countess, 
with 9,062 Ibs. 

Barely two weeks after the release 
of the figures on her world’s record, 
came the announcement of the death 
of April Belle which was carried by 
the Associated Press all over their 
far-flung territory. Concerning her 
death, Mark Keeney, Overbrook man- 
ager, writes: 

“She has been failing for some 
time, and last Thursday (December 
13) she could not get up, and after 
four days there seemed to be no 
hope for her. She was due early in 
January by Design, so we called in 
the veterinary surgeons, Darby and 
Lohmeyer, who performed a Caesar- 
ian operation successfully to get a 
beautiful bull calf that we have 
named Milkmaster Design. The vets 
did a beautiful job of surgery on the 
old cow and everything possible was 
done to save her, but she passed 
away yesterday morning (December 
18) about 7 A. M. 

The story of her life and death 
made all the newspapers in this part 
of the country and the Newark Eve- 
ning News carried a_ three-quarter 
column story. Later in the evening 
and the following morning, Associ- 


ated Press called for a news story 
and calls came from many other 


papers including the New York Her- 
ald-Tribune besides many New Jer- 
sey publications.” 

Essex Suzone April Belle was one 
of the first born daughters of Bell 
Farm Suzone, who was later to be- 
come the world’s leading sire of 
100,000-tbh. daughters and _ April 
Belle the greatest of his many great 
daughters. She was born April 6, 
1929 and first calved as a- junior two- 
year-old about a year before Over- 


brook started in Herd Test. Her two- 
year-old record was accordingly made 
in Advanced Registry, when she was 
milked 4 times a day and made a 
record of 593.7 lbs. fat from 18,642.3 
Ibs, milk. She calved again as a 
juhior three-year-old and was sev- 
eral months along in milk when she 
was started in Herd Test, making 
484.9 lbs. fat in the last 307 days of 
her lactation. Then for vears she 
went on calving regularly every 
twelve or thirteen months and ev- 
ery year knocking out a record of 
600, 700 over 800 Ibs. fat each on 
on 3X. Her largest record came as a 
10-yr.-old, when she made 889.3 lbs. 
fat from 27,179 lbs. milk, coming 
right back as an 11-year-old ,with 
727.2 lbs. fat. Not until she was 12 
years of age did she fall below the 
600-lb. mark, except for the partial 
lactation 3-yr.-old record already 
mentioned. 

Naturally as she advanced in age, 
her calves became spaced a bit far- 
ther apart but her Caesarian calving 
at the age of 16 years, 8 months, was 
her 13th calving and Milkmaster 
Design is her sixteenth calf, there 
having been three pairs of twins in 
the lot. 

One pair of her twins is especially 
noteworthy — sisters by North Star 
Jim Dandy, named Rainbow Belle 


and Sunrise Belle. Both have. been 
rated Excellent, both have lactation 
records above 800 lbs. fat and life 
record above 120,000 lbs. milk, and 
both are still producing and adding 
to the laurels of the family. 

Her youngest daughter is Essex 
Mooie April Belle Design, now on 
test as a two-year-old and credited 
with 1705 lbs. milk, 68.7 lbs. fat in 
her first 31 days. 

Her four living sons are all sired 
by Dunloggin Design. Oldest is Sir 
Jubo Design, who was sampled at 
Overbrook and is now on lease at 
another institution. His first five 
caughters have first calf 3X records 
averaging 16,021 lbs. milk, 578 lbs. 
fat, and Mark Keeney has great 
hopes for his future. Her next son, 


Markmaster Design, classified V.G., 
is one of the main herd sires at 


Overbrook, where his first daughter 
las just finished a 3X two-year-old 
record of 613 Ibs. fat with 3.8% test, 
this heifer, incidentally, being a 
double granddaughter of April Belle. 
There are nine or ten other Mark- 
master daughters in production, and 
other younger ones coming along. 
Then there is her yearling son, Fore- 
most Design, owned jointly by Over- 
brook and Mooie Bell Farm, Three

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Homogenization—The Milk Salesman 


By P. H. TRACY, Department of Dairy Husbandry, 
University of Illinois, Urbana, Ill. 


One of the most important devel- 
opments in the market milk indus- 
try has been the application of high- 
pressure homogenizing machines to 
the processing of market milk. 
Homogenized milk has been sold in 
certain Canadian and European mar- 
kets for some time and its almost 
general adoption in the United States 
has been accomplished within the 
last 10 years. At first this milk was 
not accepted by some health officials. 
This skepticism of regulatory bodies 
likely was due to the insanitary con- 
dition of many of the homogenizers 
formerly used by the industry, as 
well as the association that the 
homogenizer once had with the man- 
ufacture of reconstituted milk and 
cream from butter and skimmilk, 
practices once frowned upon _ by 
most regular bodies. 

Also, the industry in some cases 


was rather hesitant to introduce 
homogenized milk because of the 
wide departure of such a product 


from the cream layer-forming milk 
that has been the principal theme of 
advertising propaganda since the in- 
troduction of the glass milk bottle. 
The housewife has been taught to 
look upon the depth of the cream 
layer as the prime factor to be con- 
sidered when choosing the source of 
her milk supply. Consequently, milk 
dealers have resorted to every pos- 
sible means to keep the cream from 
compacting itself into too small a 
volume at the top of the milk bottle. 
Naturally, dealers who have placed 
a great deal of emphasis upon the 
cream layer hesitate to ‘“‘do an about- 


face’’ and feature a type of milk that 
does not cream. However, progres- 
sive milk dealers everywhere are 


finding that the cream layer has lost 


its prestige as the housewives in 
general are more interested in the 
merits of homogenized milk than 


they ever were in the depth of the 
cream layer. 

Homogenized milk has been stud- 
ied at the University of Illinois for 
several years. At the present 100% 
of the milk bottled in the University 
Creamery is homogenized. Attempts 
to learn the reason for the popular- 
ity of homogenized milk amongst its 
users have revealed such reasons as: 


1. Absence of cream adhering to bottle 
cap. 


2. No mixing necessary. 

3. Tastes richer. 

4 Answers a large number of pur- 
poses. 

5. Can be used on cereal and in coffee. 

6. Easy to prepare for baby feeding. 

7. The last glass is as good as the first. 

8. No cream rises to top of glass 
standing in refrigerator. 

9. There is no temptation to remove 


the cream. 

. There is no loss of cream 

after boiling. 

11. Feedings prepared for infants in 
advance do not have to be remixed 
when used. 

12. Quicker to serve. 

13. Makes better-flavored gravy

14. Improves the texture of many foods. 
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15. Youngsters refuse to drink any other 
kind of milk. 

16. Makes fine milk drinks. 

17. It makes good custards. 

18. Children drink more of this milk. 

19. Nipples on bottles do not stop up 
and baby gets proper proportion of 
fat. 

20. When homogenized milk freezes it 
does not churn out as does the reg- 
ular milk. 


Fat rises in milk because it is 
lighter in weight than the surround- 
ing serum. The speed at which it 
rises depends upon the extent to 
which the fat globules come together 
into clumps, the faster the milk 
creams. Properly homogenized milk 
does not cream, because the fat glo- 
bules are reduced to such a small size 
that they do not readily respond to 
the force of gravity and they do not 
cluster. As a result the top portion 
of a bottle of such milk, even after 
24 hours’ standing without mixing, 
ordinarily will not increase more 
than about 2% over the test of the 
well-mixed sample. 

Effect of Homogenization Upon 
Certain Physical Properties of Milk 

It has also been found that the 
high pressure of homogenization 
greatly reduces the firmness of the 
curd coagulated by the addition of 
rennet or pepsin, producing what is 
called a soft curd. Soft curd milk is 
thought to be much more easily 
digested than regular milk and is 
particularly desirable for infant feed- 
ing. The curd tension of regular 
pasteurized milk varies. At the Uni- 
versity Creamery the regular milk 
will test in the neighborhood of 60 
grams, while the same milk properly 
homogenized will have a curd tension 
of 12-20 grams. 

The curd tension of milk varies 
with the season, being the lowest in 
summer when the milk-solids-not- 
fat are lowest. 

The degree of fat dispersion and 
the extent of curd tension reduction 
increase as the pressure of homogen- 
ization is increased, but at a decreas- 
ing rate. To prevent rising of the 
fat, the milk should be homogenized 
at about 2,500 lbs. pressure. There 
is little to be gained by going above 
this pressure. The same is true in 
the case of curd tension, as the great- 
est effect of the pressure upon curd 
tension is obtained before the 2,500- 
lb. pressure has been reached. While 
pressures higher than 2,500 lbs. will 
produce a richer tasting milk, it also 
causes a noticeable puckeryness in 
the milk. 

Sanitary Homogenizers Should Be 
Used 

One of the first problems experi- 
enced in connection with homogen- 
ized milk was its relatively poorer 
keeping quality. Several hundred 
comparisons of the bacterial counts 
of regular and homogenized milk will 
usually run somewhat higher than 
that of the regular milk. The differ- 
ence is due to the breaking up of 


the bacterial clumps by the homo- 


genizer, thus causing an apparent 
increase in numbers as determined 
by the plate count, as well as a bac- 
terial pickup from the machine jt- 
self. 


Differences in bacterial counts ob- 
tained on regular and homogenized 
milk are given in Table 1. The 
monthly values are averages of daily 
counts. In each case the regular and 
homogenized milks were from the 
same batch, the homogenized milk 
being processed after pasteurization 
at 143.5° F. The homogenizer used 
was one of the newer sanitary types 
of machines.

Little attention was given to the 
sanitary construction of homogen- 
izers until homogenized milk came 
into prominence. Some of the early 
machines were so poor in sanitary 
construction that some health offi- 
cials will not permit the milk to be 
homogenized after pasteurization. 
During recent years builders of ho- 
mogenizers have endeavored to con- 
struct machines which can be quickly 
and easily disassembled for washing 
and sterilizing. In the old machines 
much of the bacterial contamination 
of homogenized milk has come from 
the piston packing. Therefore the 
required amount of packing has been 
reduced to a minimum in the modern 
machines and it is now possible to 
remove the pistons, for cleaning and 
sterilizing. 

Sediment in Homogenized Milk 


There has been some _ reaction 
against homogenized milk because 
of the sediment that sometimes ap- 
pears in it. This sediment is a fine, 
dark grey deposit that slowly settles 
to the bottom of the bottle. It can- 
not be filtered out as it passes 
through the filter pad. This sedi- 
ment is composed largely of body 
cells and protein material that nor- 
mally is carried to the top of the 
bottle with the cream. The presence 
of a perceptible amount of this sedi- 
ment in the milk is an indication 
that an appreciable amount of the 
milk is from cows having udder dis- 


turbances. The cure,’ therefore, 
should start with the herds. Milk 


from mastitis-free animals is mot 
likely to cause much trouble in this 
respect. Sediment can be controlled 
to some extent by the use of a clari- 
fier. Clarification is most effective 
when it takes place after homogen- 
ization. However, clarification after 
homogenization may result in a sep- 
aration of small amounts of butter- 
fat which will appear as a cream 
plug in the bottled milk. For this

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Lyons Ormsby Prince 724363 
51st Gold Medal Sire 


(Our Cover Subject) By M. S. Prescott 


With a sensational type score aver- 
aging 86.9 points for 16 daughters 
and 1 son, and production well and 
above the requirements for the 
award, Lyons Ormsby Prince 724363 
becomes the 51st sire to receive the 
Gold Medal Award from the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica. He was bred and all of his 
registered offspring were likewise 
pred by Frank Hopkins, San Jose, 
Calif. 

Before proceeding to give the de- 
tails upon which the Gold Medal 
award was based, we want to present 
some of the background of his pedi- 
gree, which will be of interest to 
preed students. 

Back Ground Information 

Uncle Dave Maxwell bred good 
cattle on his farm at Waterloo, Iowa. 
Something over a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago he moved his bred to Holly- 
wood, Calif., Uncle Dave being con- 
genial to the Hollywood attractions 
even in those days. Heading the 
herd was a young bull he purchased 
of E. C. Schroeder. The name of 
this bull was Major Pietertje Orms- 
by 243883, a son of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes out of Bess Mer- 
cedes Korndyke. The latter was 
from Bess Mercedes Ormsby, daugh- 
ter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Merce- 
des and Spring Brook Bess Burke 
2d and being thus a full sister of 
“37th’’ and other notables. 

In the early 20’s E. C. Schroeder 
broke up his operations at Moorhead, 
Minnesota and moved a part of his 
former herd to Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, including Sir Pietertje Orms- 
by Mercedes 37th and some of the 


younger daughters of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes. In 1924 Sir P O 
M 37th, along with several other 


animals of almost immortal fame in 
the breed were lost in the foot and 
mouth disease outbreak. In the 
meantime, however, Chas. W. Ander- 
son, Burbank, Calif., had taken over 
the Schroeder herd, including Sir 
POM 37th, 13 of his daughters and 
11 daughters of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes. One of these, Jenny 
Ormsby Pietertje, a daughter of Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, was in 
calf of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
37th, and dropped a bull calf for 
Mr. Anderson which was named Bur- 
bank Sir Pietertje Ormsby 396442. 
A. M. Dunn, Los Angeles, acquired 
this month old calf in the Anderson 


dispersal in 1923. Mr. Dunn also 
secured some of the Maxwell ani- 


mals, when that herd was broken up 
and the farm subdivided. One of 
these was a daughter of Major Piet- 
ertje Ormsby. 

In 1927 a bull calf was born from 
the mating of this cow with Burbank 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby. He was named 
King Pietertje Lyons Ormsby 554- 
$15, and he has proved to be one of 
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the great sires of the breed. His 
pedigree, in summary, shows four 
crosses of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes, his sire being a double grand- 
son, and his dam a granddaughter, 
through a line bred son of Old Sir 
Piet. He is a direct grandson of Sir 
POM 37th. 

The Lyons in the name comes from 
the dam’s side, carried down several 
generations from King Lyons and 
the Blanche Lyons family as de- 
veloped at Moyerdale Farm in New 
York. King Lyons, however, is 5 
generations removed from King Piet- 
ertje Lyons Ormsby. 

King Pietertje Lyons Ormsby was 
acquired by Gurnee & Hopkins, and 
later Frank Hopkins took over for 
himself with KPLO and a group of 
his daughters. For him they have 
made great history. They performed 
sensationally in CTA, and 5 have had 
an opportunity on AR test, the 5 
averaging 908 lbs. fat. His sons 
went out into many herds and have 
made a great contribution to the 
advancement of the breed in Cali- 
fornia. California’s first Gold Medal 
Sire, Sir Taylaker Ormsby Gettie, 
was one of these sons. 

Record of Lyons Ormsby Prince 

To follow KPLO, Frank Hopkins 
retained an inbred son for service 
out of one of the most promising 


KPLO daughters, who later made 
892 lbs. on AR test. He was named 
Lyons Ormsby Prince 724363, and 


was mated principally with daughters 
and granddaughters of KPLO. 

The recent herd classification score 
on 17 offspring of Lyons Ormsby 
Prince comprises 3 Excellent daugh- 
ters, 8 daughters and 1 son Very 
Good, 5 daughters Good Plus. Ac- 
cording to our arithmetic this would 
make the sensational average score 
of 86.9 points. Pictures of several 
of these daughters appear in con- 
nection with this story. 

Lyons Ormsby Prince himself has 
never been given an official type 
score. However, he was shown at 
California State Fair as a_ senior 
yearling in 1937 and won first prize. 
As a 3 year old in 1939 he was 
Reserve Senior Champion at the 
same show. 

The five daughters of Lyons Orms- 
by Prince whose H. T. mature records 
have been completed thus far aver- 
age 640.8 lbs. fat on 2x. Another 
daughter has an AR record of 701.1 
lbs. 3x at 2 yr. 7 mo. of age. Several 
additional records will be completed 
soon. 

In DHIA test his score as an im- 
prover stands at plus 1980 lbs. milk; 
plus 110 lbs. fat. 

Tragic Angle 

Lyons Ormsby Prince has the du- 
bious distinction of being the only 
Gold Medal Sire now in service in a 
grade herd. When his first heifers 
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came along they proved rather dis- 
appointing in appearance and Mr. 
Hopkins sold him to D. H. Dibblee, 
owner ‘of a large grade herd in 
California. When the Prince daugh- 
ters started their second lactations 
it was evident that they were some- 
thing special. Mr. Dibblee has since 
permitted Mr. Hopkins limited use 
of the bull, but steadfastly refuses 
even to talk about selling him. 


In his own breeding program Mr. 
Hopkins, after sampling a few other 
bulls, is now planning to put in serv- 
ice a yearling named Los Robles 
Excellent Prince, son of Lyons Orms- 
by Prince, out of an Excellent grand- 
daughter of KPLO. This young bull 
is a full brother to the Excellent 
cow, Los Robles Gerben Lyons Prin- 
cess (726.4 lbs. HT 2x) recently pur- 
chased at a long price by John Hol- 
ser, Troy, N. Y. This young bull 
carries 12 crosses of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes, an intensification 
of this prepotent blood seldom found 
today. The score for Frank Hop- 
kins’ Los Robles herd, as reported 
in the new Green Book, is 85.5 
points for 29 head, the highest whole 
score yet recorded for a ‘“‘Shome bred’’ 
herd. Credit this result principally 
to ‘““K. P. L. O.”’ and his in-bred son, 
Lyons Ormsby Prince, Gold Medal 
Sire No. 51.

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We Must Plan for Plenty 


Address Given at Annual Meeting of Inter-State Milk 
Producers’ Cooperative, November 27, 1945 
—By CLINTON P. ANDERSON, JU. S. Sec’y. of Agriculture 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture is concerned with all farms of 
every kind, and the part they play 
in agriculture as a whole. And the 
Department is vitally interested in 
the relationship of all of agriculture 
to the total economy of the United 
States. These overall relationships 
are what I want to discuss tonight. 

Our whole economy is now in the 
midst of a process that is being 
called ‘‘reconversion.”’ I don’t care 
for that term because it doesn’t begin 
to interpret the world-shaking, com- 
plex period of change we are enter- 
ing. ‘“‘Reconversion’’ implies that 
agriculture and industry are going 
back to the prewar yesterdays, that 
everything will become the same as 
it used to be. Nothing could be far- 
ther from the truth. I don’t have the 
power to foretell the future, and I’m 
not an expert with a ready blue- 
print of the years ahead. But it 
should be apparent to anyone who 
reads the newspapers or listens to 
the radio that we aren’t going back 

we are moving forward at a 
breath-taking pace into a new 
streamlined age. 

There is no doubt that the scien- 
tific and economic discoveries of the 
war period are going to affect the 
lives of every one of us, and they are 
going to influence and change the 
way we run our business, whatever 
it may be. I don’t mean that farmers 
have to plan immediately on harness- 
ing atomic power, or how they may 
possibly use radar or rockets. But 
they should do some thinking about 
the changes in their everyday chores, 
changes that are right at hand, 
which mean that a farmer today can 
produce more to eat, to wear, or to 
use in some other way, than he could 
a few years ago. For example, put- 
ting up hay on my farm used to re- 
quire a crew of about thirty men- 
and it was hard heavy work. Now, 
with a power mower, a side-delivery 
rake, and a pick-up baler, three or 
four men can do the job and do it 
easier, better, and cheaper. It is such 
immediately practical developments 
that have doubled the output per 
man in agriculture since World War 
I—and we're just at the beginning 
of a thoroughly scientific, highly 
mechanized agriculture. 

A Different Post-War Situation 

My point is this: Agriculture faces 
a conversion from what it has be- 
come during the war, toward what 
it will become in a much-changed 
peacetime world. At present our en- 
tire economy is in a state of flux and 
great pressures are developing for 
drastic adjustments one way or an- 
other in agriculture and industry. 
The situation is much like that of the 


West during pioneer days. Then 
farmers were conquering vast new 
land frontiers. Those, too, were 
times of spectacular change. Along 
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with change, as always, come bitter 
conflicts between varied interests— 
and great opportunity. The ‘good 
old days’ of the western frontier 
long since have passed, but we still 
hear about the struggles of those 
times, of the gunplay, of the feuds 
between the homesteaders and the 
cattle barons. We hear less about 
the enduring accomplishments that 
grew out of the pioneering—the 
homes, farms, business, schools, and 
churches that followed the frontier. 
We don’t need to be reminded of 
those solid gains because we see 
them and use them every day. 

Today we are exploring new fron- 
tiers—not those of raw lands, but 
those of science, economics, and 
management. And I think that as we 
move into this frontier it is essential 
to plan ahead, set our goals, and 
keep our aims firmly in mind. We 
must not let our attention be monop- 
olized by the troubles and conflicts 
which always accompany large-scale 
adjustments. Specifically, in agri- 
culture we are going to have many 
serious problems in the next few 
years. I plan to bring up some of 
these a bit later. But, at the same 
time I believe we are going to have 
an unparalleled opportunity to build 
the kind of a modern, progressive 
agriculture that the future will de- 
mand. 

The dairy industry demonstrates 
the effects of wartime pressures as 
well as any branch of agriculture. 
Before the Nazis plunged into Po- 
land we had in the United States 
what we considered to be a large out- 
put of milk and dairy products. The 
year before Pearl Harbor our herds 
were producing one hundred and five 
billion pounds of milk a year. 

Our War-Time Job 

But after the first bombs fell on 
American soil, we wondered if that 
great dairy industry was big enough 
and efficient enough for the job at 


hand. Our growing military forces 
needed milk and many kinds of 
dairy products. Our Allies needed 


butter, cheese, condensed and dried 


milk. Our war workers developed 
astounding appetites. So dairymen 
were handed on of those ‘“impos- 


sible’ assignments. They were asked 
to produce more milk than ever be- 
fore and do it with less labor, and in 
the face of shortages of feed, labor, 
machinery, equipment. And because 
milk is a key food, just as essential 
to fighters and workers as high-oc- 
tane gasoline is to combat aircraft 
engines, the Government had _ to 
make sure that milk was properly 
allocated to various uses, that it was 
distributed fairly, and that prices 
were held in line. 

Thus the dairy industry was sub- 
jected to many wartime controls, in- 
cluding—as you well know—ration- 
ing, set-asides, and quotas. Subsidy 
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payments of various kinds were paid 
to producers and processors to en- 
able milk and dairy products to move 
into consumption at ceiling prices, 
despite higher costs of feed and 
other increasing costs. 

Dairy farmers can be proud of 
their war record. In the face of what 
seemed to be insurmountable ob- 
stacles, they pushed milk production 
to an all-time record of one hundred 
and twenty-three billion pounds by 
1945. That flood of milk and the 
products derived from it helped us 
to have the best-fed Army and Navy 
in the world; it did much to make 
possible an increase in our national 
level of nutrition, despite the war. 
Milk, as much as steel and rubber 
and electricity, helped to build the 
gigantic war machine that brought 
us victory. 

Demands Sharply Re-Adjusted 

The impact of war economy on the 
dairy farmer is another story, and 
the increase of eighteen billion 
pounds in total milk output doesn’t 
begin to tell it. Wartime employ- 
ment, putting more dollars into more 
pockets than ever before, revealed 
to us how hungry the average family 
is for good milk. It demonstrated 
that when the housewife doesn’t 
have to scrimp on the grocery Dill, 
she immediately buys more milk. 
Thus, while total milk yield in- 
creased by eighteen billion pounds, 
the amount of whole milk sold at 
wholesale shot up twenty-seven bil- 
ion pounds. Fluid milk consumption 
soared thirty-three percent and we 
don’t know how much higher it 
would have gone. We had to hold 
fluid sales down to protect the sup- 
ply needed for dairy products, 4a 
large part of which were going to the 
armed forces and to Lend-Lease. 
The potential demand for fluid milk, 
when paychecks are plentiul, is one 
of the most significant lessons of the 
war, for the dairy industry. 

Dairying changed form consider- 
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ably in the process of carrying out 
its war job. In some respects pro- 
duction, processing, and marketing 
of milk and dairy products were 
drawn out and distorted in relation 
to a peace time economy. Seasonal 
production of milk was encouraged 
and marketing channels were shifted 
around. Milk and its products took 
many new and strange paths to reach 
consumers, and many of these con- 
sumers were entirely new. The con- 
yentional price system was upset and 
will require drastic adjustments to 
get back to normal. Products which 
formerly were considered surplus as- 
sumed new importance and priority 
in allocation of the milk supply. New 
methods of handling, processing, and 
distribution grew swiftly under the 
demands of war, and wide experience 
was gained in supplying the armed 
forces and our Allies at great dis- 
tances under all kinds of conditions. 
Fact-Finding Is Needed 

A number of these wartime modi- 
fications and developments represent 
actual or potential gains in dairy 
economy. Others were in the nature 
of props that served a temporary 
purpose. It seems highly important 
for the dairy industry now to sort 
itself out, to separate the improve- 
ments from the temporary exped- 
ients. I think we should measure 
and weigh the war experience care- 
tully to determine which things 
should be kept and encouraged, and 
which should be discarded as soon 
as possible. 

In fact, any sound postwar plan- 
ning must start with objective fact- 
finding and analysis. A military com- 
mander can’t plan his strategy unless 
he has sound intelligence regarding 
the whole situation in which he 
hopes to operate. Similarly, the dairy 
industry can’t chart its course of ac- 
tion wisely until it gets its problems 
and opportunities out in the open 
where it can look them over and un- 
derstand the implications. We must 
do this fact-finding job honestly and 
impartially, even if it hurts our pride 
at times. Honest appraisal of a sit- 
uation is half the battle. 

I don’t propose to violate this 
basic principle of logical planning by 
trying to tell you what all of your 
problems are and how to solve them. 
You know your own situation far 
better than I do. But I would like to 
toss onto the table a few facts bear- 
ing on the national dairy situation. 

Fact number one is that V-J Day 
found the dairy industry with a war- 
expanded production. And we all 
know that a herd of cows is not like 
Willow Run—you can’t simply can- 
cel the contract and send the cows 
home. You have to keep feeding 
them and you have to keep selling 
the milk. The question is, what are 
the prospects for the domestic, peace- 
time market to absorb this greatly 
expanded production at prices that 
will return the producer a fair 
profit ? 

Purchasing Power Sets Demand 

Fact number two is that the con- 
sumers want the milk in one form or 
another. But how much they buy 
and what they are willing to pay de- 
pends on the number of jobs they 
have and the size of their paychecks. 
I'm not forecasting the size of the 


national income next year, but those 
who read the signs estimate that it 
may be the highest peacetime in- 
come the United States has ever 
earned, although not as large as in 
1945. And I’m not guessing the out- 
put of milk for 1946, but it appears 
that production may be down several 
billion pounds, but still may be 
higher than our best pre-war years. 
So putting the two facts together, it 
is possible that 1946 will see con- 
sumers with the largest peacetime 
buying power they have ever en- 
joyed, side by side with the largest 
peacetime output of milk, free of 
wartime sales restrictions. The year 
1946 should be most interesting and 
instructive for dairymen. 

Fact number three is that the war 
required far more of the dairy in- 
dustry than increased production. It 
demanded expansion of many prod- 
ucts, such as evaporated milk, dry 
whole milk, and cheese, at the ex- 
pense of the civilian market. Thus, 
while fluid milk has gone into more 
American homes and seems able to 
hold its gains as long as consumer 
buying power is at high levels, a 
number of milk products are faced 
with greatly expanded production, 
cancellation of wartime outlets, and 
the problem of rebuilding domestic 
demand. 

It seems to me that the kind of 
pattern of civilian consumption we 
may expect in the future merits ser- 
ious study. What kind of a balance 
does the dairy industry want to 
maintain between fluid milk and 
manufactured dairy products? Does 
the present situation give the dairy 
industry the opportunity the enlarge 
permanently the fluid milk and 
cream market, and at the same time 
to build a higher consumption of 
manufactured products? Will new 
products developed for a war use, 
help the industry to develop new 
markets that can’t be served eco- 
nomically by fluid milk? 

Must Level Out Production 

Another angle of the problem is 
the exaggerated seasonal up-and- 
down pattern of milk flow. We are 
seeing the results of that now, with 
severe milk and cream shortages in 
many of our eastern cities. Yet these 
same markets can expect surpluses 
next spring because of the great 
flush production which can’t be fully 
utilized because of lack of facilities 
and outlets. I realize that the Gov- 
ernment encouraged this situation. 
During the war we needed additional 
milk production wherever and when- 
ever we could get it. The Govern- 
ment used price and purchase pro- 
grams to stimulate production dur- 
ing the flush seasons when it was 
easy to turn our more milk. Federal 
buyers could step in and skim off the 
surplus to fill a part of military and 
Lend-Lease needs. But all that has 
passed out of the picture. Instead 
of an asset, the extreme spread be- 
tween high and low production pe- 
riods has now become a costly liabil- 
ity. In the long run, to make the 
most efficient use of producing and 
marketing faeilities, to serve con- 
sumers better, and to avoid disrup- 
tion of markets by shortages in one 
season and surpluses the next, dairy 
producers must work toward a more 
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stable, year-’round production sched- 
ule. 

Fact number four is the artificial 
price system that served war needs. 
Ceilings held down the cost of milk 
and dairy products to consumers. 
Subsidies filled in the gap between 
cost of production and prices that 
could be paid farmers under the ceil- 
ings. Furthermore, the government 
pledged farmers that the prices of 
war-expanded crops and _ products 
would be supported, if necessary, at 
not less than ninety percent of parity 
for two full years after the end of 
the war emergency. This was done 
to enable producers to make the 
transition to peacetime production 
without fear that the price structure 
would fall from under them. 

Subsidies To Go 

Subsidies are still in effect. Now I 
know that milk producers generally 
much prefer to get all of their price 
in the market place. However, ‘‘hold- 
ing the line’’ on cost of living is vital 
if we are to prevent disastrous in- 
flation, which could ruin the future 
of farmers and city folks alike. The 
point I want to stress here is that 
sometime in the near future both 
subsidies and ceilings will be things 
of the past, and the dairy industry 
then will face a series of price ad- 
justments. What the adjustments 
may be depends on several factors. 
First, how much money will con- 
sumers have for milk and dairy prod- 
ucts? Second, what will be the re- 
lationship between the supply of the 
various forms of milk and the de- 
mand for each form? I have a no- 
tion that we may find that both total 
demand and the preferences within 
that demand may have changed con- 
siderably during the war. We have 
many pointers to indicate this. In 
the first place, we now have a nation 
of one hundred forty million people, 
or ten percent more consumers than 
we had a decade ago. And by stand- 
ards of nutrition, consumers need 
more milk and dairy products than 
they have been getting in the past. 

For a good diet the American peo- 
ple should consume several billion 
pounds more milk than we have been 
producing. Also, Army and Navy 
life, featured by plenty of milk, but- 
ter, cheese, and ice cream, may have 
developed permanently larger taste 
for dairy foods in our young men. It 
behooves us to find out: (1) What 
our customers want; (2) what forms 
they want it in; and (3) what sort of 
prices will yield a fair return to the 
producer and still enable his product 
to reach the largest possible market. 
The price pattern that develops 
eventually may be considerably dif- 
ferent than the one we had in pre- 
war days. 

Efficiency Is Fundamental 

Fact number five is, I believe, fun- 
damental to the future of dairying. 
It is increased dairy efficiency. That 
fact is spotlighted by the record na- 
tional milk production, by the in- 
crease in pounds of milk produced 
per cow, and by the greater output of 
milk per worker on dairy farms. Our 
present high level of dairy efficiency 
is based on many improvements, 
most of which have grown out of re- 
search and improvement programs

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A Look Forward and Back 


An eventful year has just come to a close. It is al- 
most startling as we look at our morning paper head- 
lines these days to recall that just a year ago the Battle 
of the Bulge was at its height and the course of a Great 
War still undecided. We have come a long, long way 
in the past twelve months, including the hot potato 
known as the Atomic bomb. 

To an impatient and war-weary world it has seemed 
that the progress toward world peace and order since 
V-J Day has been painfully slow. Yet the foundations 
of progress are being laid, and a better understanding 
between the nations seems to be in process of develop- 
ment. 


Here at home the industrial picture is not pleasant, 
but sooner or later America will decide to go back to 
work again and produce the things America and the rest 
of the world must have. 


One obvious and inevitable result of the present 
situation will be higher prices for everything. The de- 
lay in getting down to the business of full production 
will necessarily increase inflationary pressures. 


In the dairy field we have just concluded the great- 
est production year in history—and yet it has been in- 
sufficient to meet the demand. With American industry 
humming, as it will be for some years to come, and hun- 
ger still stalking abroad in the war-ravaged lands, and 
erying for our help, we do not see how any sustained 
over-production of milk is possible if we are able to 
make full use of it. 


However, the dairy industry which has met its ex- 
panded war-time quotas so splendidly is entitled to de- 
mand that reasonable judgment be used in adjusting 
from wartime subsidies to peace-time economy. Our 
dairy marketing organizations are alive to that situation. 

The Holstein industry has had another great year. 
Auction prices have exceeded any previous year except 
1920, and the market continued strong right through to 
the end of the year. A tremendous lot of Holsteins were 
offered in the fall months, but buyers were still hungry 
for more. We do not feel that the top of the market 
has yet been reached. 

Foreign demand, particularly in Latin America, is 
certain to be a much more important factor in trade this 
coming year. They, too have prospered, and a tremend- 
ous pent-up demand accumulated during the war years 
when shipments were difficult or impossible. It will be 
important to keep this trade on a high plane of satis- 
faction to these men who are willing to put from $400 
to $500 a head in delivery charges on top of the pur- 
chase prices. Our Association is taking steps in that di- 
rection. 

Our market is in a far sounder condition than was 
the case in the other war period. Speculation, while 
present, does not begin to be so wild as it was then. 
Business is done much more largely for cash and less on 
credit. Standards of sales ethics in general are much 
higher—but we don’t want to get too complacent about 
that. Breeders generally recognize that a high price 
tag alone is a pretty poor claim to fame. 

The Association has received a near-record breaking 
number of applications for registry and transfer; has 
been hard put to it to keep up with the flood of new ap- 
plications. The year of 1946 is sure to be another ex- 
tremely busy one in the Secretary’s office, as there is 
nearly 5 months of solid work already on hand as a 
backlog. Strenuous efforts are promised to bring the 
service more nearly up to a current basis. They are plan- 
ning a year of great activity in breed promotion and de- 
velopment. 

We are optimistic about 1946———if America settles 
down to work, and we look forward with confidence to 
that.

The Victory Clothing Collection for Overseas relief 
will appeal to the heart of America. The collection made 
last spring has brought material help to 25,000,000 war- 
ravaged people in Europe, China and the Philippines. 
Since then, total victory and the opening up of the lib- 
erated territories have revealed misery beyond our imag- 
ination. 

President Truman has issued an appeal for a 
further clothing collection at this time and Henry Kaiser 
has accepted chairmanship of a drive to take place from 
January 7 to 31. 

Probably few of us have failed to wish there was 
some effective avenue by which we could do something 
personally to help relieve this distress. The current 
Victory Clothing Collection for Overseas gives you the 
opportunity. This form of assistance means more right 
now than a gift of money because the need is immediate 
and no amount of money can put enough new clothing 
on the backs of these suffering people in time to relieve 
the misery of this present winter. 

Watch your local papers for directions as to your 
own local collection points. To make it still more per- 
sonal, you are invited to attach a friendly message to 
your gift. 

The goal is 100 million pieces of clothing, with 
additional shoes and bedding. America has never yet 
fallen down on its war obligations. Let us not fail in 
this worthy effort for peace. 


We Must Help Feed Them Too. 


This winter finds in sad plight the liberated countries 
Denmark, Norway, The Netherlands, 
France, and likewise China. Food conditions there and 
in ex-enemy countries of Europe are apparently worse 
now than under Nazi occupation. Great Britaain is shar- 
ing its own meager food supplies with the continent, and 
is tightening its already tight belt to do so. 

Why is not America doing more? We are eating bet- 
ter than ever before. Why not share some of it? A 
hungry nation can never be a stable nation. Our apprecl- 
ation for UNRRA does not meet this situation at all, for 
this great organization is not operating in the countries 
mentioned. 

The National Planning Association, in a report made 
public in late December, estimates that an additional ap- 
propriation of a billion dollars for food as a gift to these 
countries would see them through this critical winter 
with diets about 80% of the American diet in calorie 
value; that we could spare this amount of food if the 
American people, instead of consuming more food than 
ever before, would be willing to consume not more thal 
6 to 8 per cent above pre-war (1955-39) levels. 

The report indicates further that administrative ma- 
chinery and personnel are at hand in this country to ac- 
complish the task. 

While it would take some time, to purchase, trans- 
port, and distribute the quantities of food provided un- 
der the recommended grant, if the European countries 
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know they can rely on American support, they can re- 
jease more of their scanty stocks for immediate use. 

The Association recommended that food provided by 
the United States be given directly to the Governments, 
for distribution through regular channels under adequate 
rationing machinery. Such a program would create far 
more than a billion dollars worth of political stability — 
and we would also enjoy much move our own plenty. 


income Tax Reports Due Jan. 15 

Farmers with a gross income of $500 or more are 
requested to file by January 15, 1946 a declaration of 
estimated net income for 1945, and a final return by 
Mareh 15, or to file a final return by January 15. 

Since you will need to assemble all records and to 
pay any tax due on January 15, it is suggested that time 
will be saved if a return rather than a declaration of es- 
timated net income be filed at this time. 

It is a complicated job at best, and most of us need 
the help of a specialist in preparing an accurate return. 
Your County Agricultural Agent is probably equipped 
to give you good service. Many banks also provide it. 
Careful keeping of farm accounts throughout the year 
will pay dividends now in case of filing accurate tax 
returns. 

Don’t overlook the January 15 deadline.

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We Must Plan for Plenty 


(Continued from page 25) 
that were initiated many years ago. 
Our dairy industry is a solid, well- 
built structure, founded on _ such 
things as better breeding, better herd 
management, and more effective use 
of land, labor, and machinery. But 
by no means have we reached the 
limits of efficiency which are within 
reach, right now. What can be done 
is demonstrated by the Dairy Herd 
Improvement Associations, which 
have been working toward a higher 
production per cow for forty years. 

Last year the average cow in herds 
in the Association turned out an av- 
erage of 8,296 pounds of milk and 
336 pounds of butterfat—as con- 
trasted to 4,878 pounds of milk and 
182 pounds of butterfat yielded by 
the average cow in the United States. 
In those states where results have 
been measured, the offspring pro- 
duced by artificial insemination have 
yielded twenty to thirty pounds more 
butterfat per year than their dams 
because of the superior quality of 
sires made available through this 
system. Specialists tell me that if we 
could raise to only twenty-five per- 
cent the number of cows bred to 
proved sires—a percentage now pos- 
sible through artificial insemination 
—we could increase production per 
cow more in the next ten years than 
we have been able to raise it in the 
past century by trial and error meth- 
ods of breeding. So there is little 
doubt that the dairy farmer of to- 
morrow is going to be able to pro- 
duce more milk, with less labor, at 
lower cost per unit. And a lower 
cost per unit puts in producers’ 
hands the means of widening his 
markets. Wider markets, in turn, 
mean better nutrition and health for 
the United States. This is no ideal- 
istic prophecy. It has been happen- 
ing right along; it is happening now, 
and it will continue to happen. 

Mold Future Shape Now 

What I have said of dairy farm- 
ing is true throughout the whole 
great breadth of farming. If ever 
there was a time for some hard, clear 
thinking about the shape of agricul- 
ture to come, and how we hope to 
mold that shape, that time is right 
now. Farming, along with industry, 
is surging into a new era in which 
vast increases in production of goods 
and services are possible. But we 
have to plan how to use that produc- 
tivity, and how we are going to ex- 
pand it along well-balanced lines. We 
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can’t drift along aimlessy with the 
hope that the natural course of 
events will bring about the best use 
of and, the fairest prices, and the 
most effective distribution. Fortun- 
ately, we have a “‘breathing spell’’ in 
agriculture; we are not up against 
such desperate situations as we faced 
in 1933. We should use this grace 
period as a “thinking and planning 
spell’ to set definite goals and deter- 
mine how to reach them. And, al- 
though we do have some time for 
such appraisal and planning, we 
can’t afford to waste any of it. We 
cant allow what are now small prob- 
lems to become so huge that they 
overwhelm and panic us. We can’t 
afford to let slip by the magnificent 
opportunities of today and tomorrow 
to build a modern, well-rounded 
prosperous agriculture. 


Five Objectives 
It seems to me that the broad ob- 
jectives of agriculture logically fall 
into five main classes—goals toward 
which we all can work wholeheart- 
edly: 


First is the aim of agriculture to 
be productive, to produce plenty of 
food to enable the United States to 
reach and maintain a high level of 
nutrition. We see hunger in the 
world around us, and it imparts new 
meaning to the natural blessings of 
the United States. IIt should make 
us ashamed, too, that we have had 
hunger in this nation, side-by-side 
with great surpluses of food. We 
can’t afford to let that happen again. 

Many may be positive that agri- 
culture can easily accomplish its pri- 
mary mission of supplying plenty of 
food. However, can we be sure, un- 
less we look ahead and lay sound 
foundations for continued plenty? 
Let us be honest with ourselves. We 
have an increasing population and 
that means more mouths to feed. 
We haven’t—with all our skill in 
growing vast quantities of food—yet 
fed our people as well as they should 
be fed. In 1936, for example, less 
than one-fifth of the families in this 
country had diets that were adequate 
in all respects as to calories, protein, 
minerals, and vitamins. Today, de- 
spite war shortages of some foods, 
our per capita consumption of food is 
much better than it was before the 
war—yet many families still aren’t 
getting all the food, or all the kinds 
of food they should have. If they 
were getting all the food they 
needed, of all kinds, farmers would

have to keep humping to produce it. 

Another problem we must face 
realistically, if we hope to achieve 
the aim of a well-laden dinner table 
for everybody, is soil conservation. 
We have to acknowledge that gojj 
destruction has rampaged, upn- 
checked, over much of our best land 
for generations. We now are awake 
to the danger and have started to do 
something about it—but so far we 
must admit that our efforts haye 
been too little and too late. 


Conserve Our Farm Resources 

This brings me to another funda- 
mental goal for agriculture—a com- 
plete, full-scale conservation of our 
natural agricultural resources: our 
soil, water supply, and forests. We 
made a good start before the war, 
but in view of the war need for food 
we had to consider our soil as ex- 
pendable, and farmers had to use 
their land in dangerous ways. Now 
we have to catch up with the ground 
we have lost and get conservation 
going on a scale that is commensur- 
ate to the damage being done. Today 
about three hundred million acres of 
crop land have been or are being 
ruined by erosion. Yet less than a 
tenth of our land in farms is under 
complete conservation plans. How 
can we face the future in a secure 
frame of mind, as long as we are do- 
ing less than a tenth of the work we 
should do to hold our soil? 

A third aim is continued and im- 
proved research. Science has played 
an increasingly important part in 
farming for the past fifty years. Agri- 
cultural research has aided farmers 
at every step in their progress, and 
many problems that formerly baffled 
farmers have been solved so com- 
pletely that we forget they ever 
existed. We now use in everyday 
farming, methods that would seem 
like magic to our grandparents. We 
take for granted that each decade 
will bring us many new and im- 
proved crops, methods, machines, 
and animals. And year by year the 
harvest of scientific accomplishment 
multiplies. In dairy research numer- 
ous promising developments lie 
ahead. It is now possible in the lab- 
oratory stage to determine which 
calves have the highest potential for 
adult output of milk. It may soon be 
possible to cull out the ‘“‘boarders” 
and select the high producers while 
the animals are young, eliminating 
the expense of raising unprofitable 
heifers. That is just one example of 
the many experiments now underway 
which point the way to higher pro- 
duction and lower costs. 

Research Has Big Field 

However, there are many unfin- 
ished and yet-to-be-started tasks for 
research. We need greater progress 
if fewer and fewer farmers are going 
to produce more and more for a 
larger non-farm population. For 
one thing, we will have to rely more 
on fertilizer, and much as we have 
learned, it is a safe bet that we have 
only written the introduction to the 
science of plant foods. In animal 
breeding we are just starting to ex- 
plore the _ possibilities of hybrid 
vigor. Much remains to be learned 
about the principles of animal nutri- 
tion—the basic ideas of energy eval-

ago when little was known about 
minerals, vitamins, and hormones. 
Our work in the industrial uses of 


farm products is relatively new, and 
there may come a time when agri- 
culture will be the only source of ma- 
terials to take the place of used-up 
expendable resources, such as oil. 

A Price and Income Policy 


Another key goal for agriculture 
must be a sound price and income 
policy. Broadly stated, agriculture 


should seek to produce abundance at 
prices that are fair to the producer, 
and to the consumer. However, our 
idea of what is meant by a “fair’’ 
price needs some re-examination, re- 
definition, to give it clear, accurate 
and modern meaning in view of new 
conditions. We need to get our for- 
mulas straight, so that we all are 
talking the same language, and I 
hope that the development of agricul- 
ture’s price bases will look to the fu- 
ture and will not be tied rigidly to 
the past. 

I believe that a logical starting 
point for agriculture as a _ whole 
should be an income goal that would 


assure farmers a fair share of the 
national income. And because full 
productivity is the common goal of 
both industry and agriculture, that 
income goal should be agriculture’s 
fair share of the national income 


under full employment, full-scale in- 
dustrial and agricultural activity. It 
should be the kind of an income that 
agriculture would receive with fifty-

more a year. The income objective 
should be such that it would encour- 
age adjustments toward the kind of 
crops and livestock that the United 
States must have if it is to attain and 
maintain a high level of nutrition, 
and is to achieve a conservative use 
of its agricultural resources. It 
should take into account the kind 
of an agriculture we are going to 
have—not the kind we left behind 
many years ago. 
The Efficiency Goal 

And finally, agriculture must seek 

constantly to increase its efficiency 


in production, processing, and mar- 
keting. This goal, of course, is 
closely related to all others. We 


have come a long way in farm effic- 
iency in the past generation—fully 
as far as industry in the same period. 
The 


average farm worker can _ pro- 
duce almost twice as much as he 
could before World War II. We 


estimate that in the next five years, 
with increased mechanization, higher 
yields and better methods, he can 
produce at least ten percent more. 
However, higher efficiency will come 
most rapidly on those farms and in 
those processing and distributing in- 
dustries that carefully analyze their 
work with the goal of lower costs. 
and consciously try to give the con- 
sumer a high quality product at a 
reasonable price. 

As we take stock of our agricul- 
ture as it now stands and where we 
hope it will stand tomorrow, I be- 
lieve we should gratefully realize that 
we are one of the few peoples of the 
world who can plan to go forward 
immediately, who are concerned 
mainly with expanding the great 
productive economy we have built. 
Over much of the earth people have 
no opportunity to be concerned with 
problems of plenty; they must worry 
about where their next meal is com- 
ing from, or how they can salvage a 
few usable parts of an economy that 
has been utterly wrecked or badly 
disrupted. Certainly, there are many 
challenges ahead of the farmer in the 
United States, but in the main they 
are problems of progress—not of a 
mere existence. I believe that we 
have the means to solve those prob- 
lems. More than that, I believe we 
have the determination, the ability, 
and the spirit to convert our broad 
goals into productive profitable real- 
ity.

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Some years ago in one milk pro. 
duction area in Eastern New York, 
all dairymen had strip cups hanging 
in their milk house. They were 
there to satisfy the Board of Health 
inspector. Yes, everybody had one; 
for show, at least. That is about as 
far as the strip cup went. Few used 
it. 

The strip cup can be a very valu- 
able gadget. A squirt or two into it 
from each teat before the milking 
machine is attached, helps to detect 
mastitis. Drawing a stream of milk 
from each quarter also helps to 
stimulate the cow to let down her 
milk. This makes for faster and bet- 
ter milking. 

Strip cups are of two types. The 
common one is the metal cup with 
the fine mesh screen. Another kind 
is the ‘‘bread tin’’ into which is fit- 
ted an inclined removable plate of 
black bakelite. It is not a cup at all 
as we think of cups. 

Both types are used in much the 
same way. Milk from each teat is 
drawn onto the screen or onto the 
inclined surface in the pan. The 
milk is quickly examined for signs 
of mastitis; flakes, clots, or watery 
milk. 

Strip cups were not made to orna- 
ment milk houses. They have a prac- 
tical and useful function in every 
dairy;for mastitis control and for 
faster and better milking—vThe 
Moos.

reason clarification before homogen- 
ization is to be preferred unless the 


amount of all 

is excessive. 

Homogenized Milk and Sunlight 

Experiments have shown that 

when homogenized milk is exposed 

to sunlight it will rapidly acquire a 

burnt taste. Although the flavor of 

regular milk is affected in the same 
way, the reaction is much faster in 
the case of the homogenized milk. 

Precautions should be encouraged. 

Milk is less affected by sunlight in 

paper bottles than it is in glass. 

Selection of the Homogenizer 

Considerable thought should be 

given to the selection of a homogen- 

izer to be used for market milk. 

Old antiquated machines should not 

be used even though they can be 

purchased at an attractive price. 

Such machines will not prove sat- 

isfactory from a sanitary point of 

view. In the selection of a machine 
one should not be guided entirely 
by price. Consideration of the fol- 
lowing points might prove helpful: 

1. That the machine is of sanitary con- 
struction; i. e., can be easily and 

quickly cleaned and sterilized. 

. That sufficient pressure can be ob- 
tained to prevent practically all fat 
rising even though the milk stands 
24 hours at 40° F. 

3. That sufficient pressure can be ob- 
tained to reduce the curd tension of 
the milk at least one-third. 

4. That the machine will stand the 
heavy service which it will need to 
perform day after day. 

Operation of the Homogenizer 

The most comnvienient setup for 

the small operator is one in which 

the milk is homogenized after pas- 
teurization. However, as stated be- 
fore, there are some health officials 
who will not permit this because of 
the difficulty of cleaning and steril- 
izing some of the older types of 
machines. In those cases where 
homogenization does take place after 
pasteurization, the ordinary proced- 
ure is to clarify and pasteurize the 
milk as usual. The milk is then 

cooled in the vat to about 135° F., 

passed through the homogenizer at 

2,.000-2,500 lbs. pressure and over 
the cooler and into the filler. 

When the milk is homogenized 

before pasteurization it should be 

clarified, then heated to 140°-143° 

F. to retard lipase activity, then 

homogenized at 2,000-2,500 _ Ibs. 

pressure, and finally pasteurized. 

It sometimes happens that the milk 

homogenized before pasteurization 

will have a small cream plug. This 
may be due to some of the first milk 
passing through the machine without 
being properly processed, or it may 
be caused by the milk being held 
at a high temperature without agi- 
tation. Homogenizer valves in need 
of grinding may also be a factor. 
The tendency has been to use higher 
temperatures when _pasteurizing 
homogenized milk than when pro- 
cessing unhomogenized milk. 
Cleaning of Homogenizer 
The cleaning and sterilizing of the 
homogenizer is very important from

the standpoint of proper sanitary 
control. At the University Creamery 
the following procedure has been 
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followed with a reasonable degree 
of success: 

1. At the end of the day’s run pump 

lukewarm or cold water through the 


machine until discharge water jg 
clear. 


2. Take machine head apart and wash 
all parts in warm water containin 
washing powder. If a sterilizing 
solution is used in the plant, gaye 
some of the sterilizing solution each 
day for this washing operation. 

3. Rinse all parts with cold and then 
hot water. 

4. Dry all parts with air under pressure, 

5. Next morning assemble machine and 
pump chlorine _ solution containing 
100 parts of active chlorine per milj. 
ion parts of water through it. Per. 
mit chlorine solution to remain in 
machine until ready to use. 

6. Rinse machine with cold water to 
remove chlorine solution. 

7. Piston packing should be stored in 
buffered chlorine solution. 

Care should be taken not to pump 
water which is too hot through the 
machine, since the water does not 
supply sufficient lubrication, and 
such practices may cause the pistons 
to expand and score the cylinders. 

Testing Homogenized Milk 

Comparative tests of regular and 
homogenized milk have shown the 
latter to be more difficult to test 
satisfactorily by the Babcock method 
because of the tendency for charred 
and greyish material to accumulate 
in the fat column. Some laborator- 
ies report a tendency for the homo- 
genized milk to test slightly lower 
(.1%) than the regular milk. Best 
results are obtained when the 
amount of acid used is reduced to 
abount 17cc. and is added in three 
portions, shaking well after each 
addition. The acid should be about 
72° F. and the milk 50-55° F. 
Tmportant to Maintain High Quality 

Quality control is probably more 
important in the marketing of homo- 
genized milk than in the case of 
other types of dairy products. The 
important selling points of homogen- 
ized milk are its low curd tension, 
non creaming features, and superior 
flavor. Dealers who fail to process 
their milk in such a way as to prop 
erly provide for these three factors 


will create a situation that will re- 
act unfavorably for the homogen- 
ized milk cause in general. Off- 


flavors due to insanitary conditions 
of the homogenizer, homogenization 


of raw milk, or exposing homogen- 
ized milk to sunlight must be 
avoided. Low homogenizing pres- 


sures should not be used as the mere 
destruction of the cream line is not 
sufficient. The, milk must be sub- 
jected to sufficient pressure to des- 
troy practically all fat rising tenden- 
cies for at least 24 hours. The 
curd tension should be reduced 
to the minimum obtainable without 
resorting to an excessive heat treat- 
ment. The formation of cream plug 
should be avoided by taking care 
that unhomogenized milk is _ not 
mixed with the homogenized milk. 
The occurrence of sediment should 
be prevented by clarification of the 
milk and by controlling udder dis- 
turbances in the herds supplying the 
dairy.
